would be understood that the 
Commision would . not. intervene 
in direct negotiations between 
the parties, and would. not at- 
tempt to. interfere with the 
movements of troops on cither 
side, 

The Chinese delegate snid he 
could not commit himself to the 
acceptance of the proposed Coni-' 
mission until he knew further 
details. ‘ 

The idea . of the Commission 
was welcomed in general terms 
by other members of the Coun- 
il, including’ the British repre- 
sentative. . The proposal was 
seing carefully studied by the 
Council. 

Sir John added, that the Bri- 
‘ish Government waa_co-onerat- 
ing in the fullest way. with the 
other inembers of the Council to 
‘ring the contesting parties to- 
gether in an effort to reach’ an 
greed solution. 

Opposition to State Views. 

The Leader of the Opposition, 
Mr, Lansbury, gave notice that 
the Opposition would raise the 
matter on-adjournment and state 
their views.: 

“ Open Door Policy. 

Replying to other questions 
Sir John Simon said the prin- 
ciple of an open door for inter- 
national trade in Manchuria was 
safeguarded by the Nine Power

ro-operation of the United 
States’ Government, 

Considerable Dispute 
About Facts; 

Commenting on the present 
situation, he said the’ informa- 
tion which had reached him to- 
day was rather more encourng- 
ing. He thought they might 
now assume that there was no 
desire by Japan to insist on re- 
‘cognition of dispute treaty rights 
19 a condition. of . asgenting to 
the League’s Commissfon.of In- 
quiry. It. was quite clear that- 
te Commission was not to be, 
‘nd could not be, any possible ' 
reason for postponing ‘or delay- 
‘ng evacuation at the earliest 
moment, and Japan had never 
‘vithdraw. her assurance — that 
she ‘would withdraw her 
‘roops, .at the ‘earliest 
nosible moment consistent 
vith order. There: ". was. 
onsiderable dispute about facta, . 
‘nd he was convinced that if 
they got the assent of China and 
Tapan to an impartial inquiry, it 
vould ‘serve the cause. of peace, 
Ye could not hold out hope, of a 
happy issue out of the trouble in 
1 day or.two, but the force of. the 
Leagie depended ‘on public opin- 
fon, and it would be of advantage 
to have the facts impartially pre- 
eented to the world..

Slightly more than one aixth of 
the entire length of the highway,

These fills were constructed by the 
Corps of Engineers, United States
